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INTRODUCTION 


Practically all the important dynasties that ruled the Kannada country art 
represented in this Volume of inscriptions. Though there are no inscriptions here 
which can be called startling discoveries making us radically alter our existing "views, 
there are still some epigraphs, which reveal on close study , some additional information. 
Moreover, some of theac inscriptions compel us to revise our notions to some extent, 
with regard to date, chronology and geneology in a few oases. The main points that 
have been gathered from those! 462 , inscriptions are given below dynasty-wise 
The eection on geographical divisions will give an idea of a large number of such 
divisions that used to exist in olden days for about five centuries ( bu., Vth to Ibth) 
in the modern districts of Bijapur, Dharwar, North Kanara, Shimoga and parts of 
Bellary and Belgium districts in Mysore State. Some points of genera! interest culled 
from these epigraphs ate ft)p^ touched upon. 
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RULING DYNASTIES 


Tbt Early Cfaalakya* 

The earliest dynasty of which we have inscriptions in this volume is that of the 
Early Ghnlukyas of Badanii. Inscription No. 1 which is of the reign of Vjkramidlly* 
of this dynasty is not dated hut may be assigned on paleographic grounds to the 
7th century A. D. Consequently the Vikramndity* of this record Is probahly 
Vikxamaditya I who ruled from A.D. 655 to A.D. 681. This record mentions a chief 
named Kill Sind* who was apparently a feudatory of the king. He does not seem to 
have been known hitherto. 

Of Vikramaditya's grandson Vijayidity* we have three records. Of these, 
No. 4 is of some interest an it mentions a person named fSiri]iaj*r*. Names ending 
in saga ra, such us Kapnsugara, Urithvlsagam and Gurmsapani are common in the 
family of the Alupas of the West Coast. It is also well known that the chiefs of this 
family were subordinates of the C'halukyas from the time of Vinayaditya and that 
the two families were matrimonially connected 1 . Consequently it may not be wrong 
if we surmise that the Sirisagara of the present record was a scion of this family. If 
bo, he will have to be regarded as a hitherto unknown Ajupa chief. 

Another C ha Inky a inscription which deserves notice is from DevagSri (No. 6). 
Though the name of the king and the date of the inscription are not preserved, its 
characters arc assignable to about the 7-8th century A.D. It states that a hero 
fought with Erinchblarat* and died at Chendur. The name Efinchoja is closely 
allied to Elan chela-Maharaja,* Efanchola-Mahadevi' and El an ju la 4 of the family 
of the Cholat ef Renan in. On account of the mutilated condition of the inscription, 
it is not possible to say under what circumstances the fight referred to therein took 
place or who the contending parties were. It is not improbable however that the 
death of this hero occurred in one of the series of battles that took place at this time 
between the Pallavas and the Chalukyas; for, we know that the Choi as of Ben and u 
were originally the subordinates of the Pallavas and were subjugated later by the 
Chaliikyns and acknowledged their supremacy. 

A record (No. 7) mentioning two chiefs Vifintli-Aiui and Kum«f*i*Ui--Ar*»«, 
whose relationship to each other is not specified, may be appropriately noticed under 
the Early Chalukyas Palteogiaphically this inscription may be assigned to about 
the 6-7th century A.I)., during which period, the Chalukyas were the paramount 
rulers of this partTof the country. The name Ynuasatt i and Ku&dasatti bear a close 
resemblance to those borne by the Sendr&ka chiefs such as Bhanusaktt, Adifcyas&kti 
and Bbimas&tti. It is also known that eome of the chieftains of this Family owed 
allegiance to the Chalukya kings and one of them, iff., Kenan finds had even family 
relationship with them. He wns the maternal uncle of Pulakesin H. Vdkksfikant- 
devi who figures in this record probably belonged to the Vika!aka family, as suggest¬ 
ed by her name.

Among the inscriptions of this dynasty. No. 10, which raters it&elf to the 
reign of JigaUunga, mentions & feudatory named Dintiga, who was ruling the nflcfif. In 
the Deoli plates of Krishna III one Dantiga is stated to have been killed along with 
Veppuka by Krfehpa IIL But the present inscription is not dated and lias to be 
placed on grounds of palaeography in the 9 th century A. D Bo it is not likely that ho 
wae a contemporary of Krishna 01. As the record is of the 9th century A.I)., the 
Jagatituhga to whose reign it belongs may be Gavin da 111. 

An inscription (No. 14) from Dev&geri, which belongs to the reign of 
Amo {har arch* but which is not dated is assignable, on pal nongraphic grounds, to the 
i th century A.B, The-only Amdghftvarsba who ruled in this century is Aiuogbavwsha 
J. In this record, Inda, he., Indra. who is described as the vntja-tanay-atmaja 
,,f the king, is stated to he gumming Baiiavisi Twelve-thousand, II the expression 
priya-fanay-aitiiAja is taken in its ordinary sense of ‘soil’s son', Indra 
would be the grandson of Amoghavaraiia. But from no other source do we 
know of any Indra who was the grandson of Amoghavarsha. We know however that 
Krishna II had a grandson called Indra (Indra III). But Krishna II is usual ly given 
in his inscriptions, the distinguishing epithet of A kit&vtiTsIi(i and not 
The only exception however is the Vchkatapur inscription which applies to him the 
epithet of Amoghavarsha. As has been suggested by the editor of the Venk&tapur 
inscription, 1 the epithet Amoghavarsha used in it - if it is not a scribal error - Bhould be 
taken to have lieen bnnie by Krishna II as well as by bis father. If that be so, and 
if we consider that the title Amoghavarsha applied to the ruling king in the record 
under review to be a title of Krishna n then the Indra mentioned here as the governor 
nf Banavasi Twelve-thousand would be the grandson of Krishna II and therefore 
Indra III- Otherwise: the epithet Amoghavarsha will have to be taken as a 
mistake for Aka) ava reha. Another interesting fact disclosed by this inscription is that 
this Indra had a wife named Goviodabbe who was administering the village 
(f.e., Devgeri). If, as surmised shove, Indra of the record is identical with India III 
Govindabbe would be a hitherto unknown wife of his. It may be noted however that 
Jagattmiga IIL the grandson of Aineghavarelia 1- had a queen called G5vin<taraba of 
the Kalachuri family. 

In two records of Krishna », Ldktte ia mentioned as the governor of Banavaai, 
One of them (No. 17) bearing no date, states that* Kalivi||a wai the son of Lukate and 
was administering the group of villages called Puanavanti Twelve _ These persons are 
apparently identical with the homonymous chiefB of the Chellakelma family. This 
relationship between Lukate and KalivitLa is disclosed for the first time by the record 
under review.

Another governor of Bauavasi, named fUjeti (Rijiditji) figure's also in a 
record (No. 16) of Krishna II and it is dated Saks 829 (A-D, 9G7-CS). Lokate or 
Lokaditya of the Chellaketana family is known to hare been governing Banavam 
under Krishna II until at lea it A.D. 904~05. The only date known hitherto for 
R&jaditya is A.D. 907-08. In A.D- 913-14 KfliiviLt.a wa>- the governor of this 
province and in A.D, 915 ( we find a certain Shorn governing the same region. So 
Ka]Sditya must have been placed in charge cl this region some Li mo after A.l >, 904*05 
and continued to hold it till some date before A.D, 913, probably even after the reign 
of Krishna II. Now the question is whether this Rajoditya was also a Cheilakctana, 
In his acoauiLD of the OheltekStan* family Dr* Fleet expressed a doubt whether he 
( Kajadifcyft) belonged to this family 1 2 . But Rijaditya of a collateral line of the Ch a laky at 
who ti light he placed in this period has been brought to light by a c pper-plal r grant 
published in the Mysore Arehvhgicat Report, 1935, No, 40. This Hajiiditya is. 
according to that record, the great grandfather of the thu or of the grant, who was 
also called Rajaditya and for whom the record furnii-hrs the date A.D. 951. fn 
nther words, two generations intervened between this Bajaditva (Riijaditya II) and 
his great grandfather of the same name (RijMUyt 1) Allowing an average of 
twedty*five years to each generation, the period > f Rajuditya 1 would be 
approximately between A.B. 175 and 900- He would then be a contemporary of 
Krishna 11. This surmise is Ftrcngthencd by the fact that Rsjfid.iya I had married a 
daughter uf AkalavarSha, who in all probability is Krishna If. Consequently it is 
am improbable that he is identical with Rrijat! of, the record under review (i.e. t No. 16). 

This leads us to the problem whether R a jiditya mentioned rs the governor of 
Binavnsi in another RaShtrakuta inscription (No 36) is identical with Tlftjftti (Baja* 
ditva), the subordinate of Krishna II (mentioned in she previous paragraph), Thi* 
inscription refers itself to the reign of a king, of whi sp name only the first letter Ja 
is preserved The characters of this r ecnrd are assignable to the 9ih century A.D. 
The only name or title beginning with Jo among the rulers of this region iu this 
period (the Kashtrakutas) is dag&ttnuga. Hence the full nan if of this king is in ail 
likelihood Jagattunga, This conclusion is borne out by another inscription of the 
same period, which clearly refers itself to the reign of Jagattuiign, under whom 
Banavasi province was being governed by a chief whose name is partially preserved 
as ditya which may most probably stand for Rajiditya (No. 34), Now in the 
Rashtrakuta family there were four Jagattuiigas, viz., Gbvinda II, Govinda III. 
Jagatiuhga, the son of Krishna II. who may be called Jagattunga III, and 
Jagattunga flV), the younger brother of Krishna III. Siucc wr do not know 
of any Kiijiiditya as being the governor of Banavasi under Govinda II. this 
record may have to be referred to the time of either Govinda 111 ur Jagattubga. 
the sol of Krishpa II (i.e., Jagattmiga III). Jagattuiign is stated in both the 
records noticed above, in unequivocal terms to be ‘ ruling* (r'tjyam-geyys). If 
we consider the Jagttuhgn of these iDscriptmuB to be Jagaituhga III the statmnent 
that lie was reigning dimes into conflict with the accounts of tho reigning kings 
found in records of this dynasty which say that ho did nut rule at all.* Therefore 
there are two pOBsiblo ways of explaining this discrepancy. One is that 
JagEittnugs, son of Krishna 11, is to he taken as having reigned, though for a

in 907-08, he could not have lseen a subordinate of Govinda III, the last yew* of 
whose reign is A. D. 813, though we know of a Rajadttya who was also his 

subordinate". 

One fsf the inscriptions (Nn. 19) of Indira 111, dated Saka 837, Yuva (A.D. 
915-16) toils ns that a certain Dbura was governing Banavaai-iin^u though it 
does not say to which family he belonged. The governorship - f this province 
seems to have passed soon after this date into the hands of Baiikeya; (or in 
No. 20, dated S&ka 837 iA. D. 916), he is atftted to be governing Banavasi- 
uadu. Another inscription of A D. 92H {No. *23) of this sovereign stales that 
Baikey* of the Chellaketani family Was the governor of the same province, 
This would show that Bafikeya who was governing this very province in 
A. D. 916 (No, 20) is not different from the Chellaketana Bafikeya (No, 23). 

The date of this record (AD, 928, December 24) 1 is the lateil date fouad 
hitherto for lidu III, thus reducing the duration of the reign of his successor 
Amogbavarsha II to barely seventeen months, i .from December 998, ti - May 930. 
when GOv inda IV came to the throne. Another subend i uate of Indra (HI) figuring 
in this collection is MahlAriinanta who was administering Bclvola Threa- 
hundred (No, S3). Wo know that he was administering this division in A.P. 
9G1 and 907 also under Krishna H. In this connection it may be p ointed out 
that this officer is ate" mentioned in the Mulgund inscription of Krishna II 
of A. D. 902-03 from which it would appear that his proper name was 
Viaayiiflbudhi and Mahaxmnctuia was only his title'*. 

An inscription (No. 27) of Kriihn* til dated Saks 879 (AD. 957) gives the iropor- 
tent in fori nation that while Kriahnaiaja was reining from his camp at MslpHi his 
subordinate Tiilipayy* was earning on the administration of the country (ndtfw). 
This Tailapayya is evidently the Uhiilukya chief who later snatched his ancestral

Now we Qiiv try to trace the genealogy and the order of success! on of the chiefs 
of the CHelf&ktUna family, who were the governors of the province of Banavasi for 
about two centuries, Erakori the first known member oi this family is mentioned in 
the KonnQr inscription of Amoghavarfdia, l. 3 * His son was Db6ra. H ‘lord of KolantUf*. 
To hi in was born, (from Vijayahka j Bankeya (also called Bankssa or Bahkeyamsa) 
who was the governor of the province of Banavasi under AmoghavBwih* l, in A. D. 
860, which is the date of the Kongur inscription. He had two runs, Honda He and 
Lokaditj* (also known as Lukate and Lokade). The former is known from 
a single undated record, as administering JSidugundage Twelve. 5 For the latter 
we have dates lunging from A.IX S96 u to A-D- ft04—05 (No.15 of &.T+ F, vol, XX).

It is not at all improbable 
that Kalivitta who wae administering the smaller unit of Punnav&nti Twelve 
earlier is the same as Kali villa who was governing Banavasi in A* D. 913-14- 


Lokaditya, as observed before, was in charge of B&navasi in A, D. 904 05 and 
his eon Kalivitta (I) was governing the same province in A. D. 913*14. Betw<«n these 
two dates we find a person named Riijaditya as the governor of the same province- in 
A. 11. 907-08 which is the only date so far known for him. As we have taken this 
R5j*difcyn to he a scion of the ChfLlukya family i p. iii above > he need not bo 
included among the Chellakftanfte, though we cannot say as to why he was appointed 
governor of this province after Lokaditya to the exclusion of the members of the 
latter's family who, except for a short break after A. D. 904—05, held the 
governorship of this region for successive generations' 

In A. D. 915-Hi, t\ t,. immediately after Kalivitta (I) this province was under tho 
administrative control of ft certain Dbdra (No. 19), "We may not be wrong if we 
•uppcuse that he was also a Chell&ketaua for the following reasons. In the first place 
ibe name Bhora was, &b we have already seen, borne by an earlier member of the 
family r f . the grandfather of Lokaditya. So it is quite likely that he was named 
after his ancestor.

A Kalivitta of this ven family figures as tlie governor of the same province m 
A. I>. 945-46, under Krishna I IF. But we find a Kalivitta whose family is not 
specified) administering the division of Beh ola Three-hundred m A, D-928-29 
(No, 24h The point of interest here is that Kalivitta happens to come immediately 
after Bah keyft II whose last known date is A. D. 928. Further this Kalivitta is 
found to hr administering tho division of Bel vola before the utber Kalivitta who was 
the governor of Banavasi in A. Th 946—16. These facts would indicate that the two 
Kalin Has were identical. It would therefore follow that K&livitta was in charge of 
the smaller division of Bejvolo prior to his lieing entrusted with the government of 
Banavasi. As he comes after Baiikeya (II) he may be tentatively taken te be his 
son and called KaliritU 11.

Of Tiila II, who restored the CM Inky a sovereignty after overthrowing the 
Hash trakn las, we have two records in this volume. One of them (No, 40) dated 
aka 915 (A.D. 994) says that he was ruling from his capital Manyakhf ja. This 
would show that Manyakheda i modern MiilkhSd), which was formerly the capita, of 
the It;! shtraklitas, continued to enjoy that position lor pome time after the Cbalukyas 
re-captured power. Probably it retained this high status till the Chainkyas made 
Kalya r. a their capital. The second inscription (No. 41) which is dated Sftka 918 
(AD. 996) indicates that the title Bhuvimikamalta was applied to the prince 
Dtiavama who, we know, was a son of Taila. This title wiis not known to have 
been given to him'so far. 

In the inscriptions of Jayaiimha II three wives of Kondaraja, who is described as 
‘the eon' of Irivabedanga, are mentioned. They are Jagabbaraji. Knodaladeri and 
Pantpadivi. J ngubbarasi is stated to have been managing the village of Ajjadi in 
Saka 941 (A.D. 10191 (No, 44). Kiwdaladevi was governing Ban a vatu Twolve- 
thi jusand and Payve-nadn conjointly with her husband in Saka 950 (A.D. 1028) 
( No. 47 ). No. 52, the date of which is lost, states that Pampldevi was administering 
the village of .fidugtir, It is interesting to observe that while one of the ladies was 
sharing the governance of the province with her husband, the other two were 
independently administering two villages. 

Another inscription of Jayasiiiiha which gives some hew information regarding 
the chiefs of the Mature family may be noticed here. This record (No. 43) of A.D- 
1017, gives the names of the chiefs of this family for five generations. But their 
relation with one another is not definite in all cases on account of the damaged 
condition of the record. They are: Do»i. Siada. Santivunu, Payyara, bin wife 
Charakabbe and their son Siriyagara We know that two members of this family 
namely, Machiyarasa and Sfmtivarma, were holding responsible positions under the 
Kafh$rakfitaa in the 10th century A. I>. Since Santivarma's dates range from A. D, 
972 to 992, it is not improbable that he io not different from the Santivarm* of the 
present record. It may not be ont of place to mention here another member of this

He is stated to have undertaken to bum the (city of) 
Mupgeri, to humble the pride of IVlnmimmi and to force the lord of Kanya^V Li. flee 
to the Himalayas. It is difficult to identify the Mtunniuni mentioned here. I " 
earliest date we have for the only Mummuni we fcftew of, is A. D. IWX hie is the 
fe&hfeft prince of Northern Kunkam Since the record under review is of A. D 
1019. it caunnt be ascertained if the l—0 Murnruunis ore identical. 


Of the inarriptioneof S.m«.ar. I, No. 88, dated Sato 985 (A. D. 1062), ra.nfo.na 
tndr&ketiyar&ia of the Mantltftj-a Imeagp ju* a manneya* tiddantiy he is identic*! 
with IndrakL^i, who is stated in th€ Prince »f Wales Museum record' to have made 
a grant of land in A, D. 1060, Thus the present record would extend his period by 

two years, 

Another feudatory of a well-known family is referred to in No. 66. He ts 
MahtmaiMeitur* Tiyih^vi of the Kadamb. dynasty {of Hr-mgulh who 
governing Bauavasi Twelve-thousand and Pfmungnl Five-hundred m baka *91 
I A D 1062)- Though this name is not found among the already known me inhere 
of this family, it is not improbable that he is the same as Tbjimadev* the son of 
king Sdnietiv area aunt Akkiidevi, for he (Toyiwadeva) was governing the same 
divisions in A. D. I06i. : It may be noted here that at the time of making the grant 
recorded in this inscription, Toyiladeva was residing in the camp of

tiahamandolehara Miraraia who was governing lielvola Three-hundred from 
Anmgere, as a subordinate of Somes vara I, bore the title Chr^iiiguinja (No, 70). 
From another undated record 4 of the Bftiuc reign, it is seen that one of the deities al 
Anuigejr* had the name of Ch^ngopdn-Traipumshideva, apparently because it was 
installed by ChblatigoUda-Moraraea. This title Ghtitwigonfa no doubt refers to one of 
. the victories gained against the Choate hy Someavara during a series of encounters 
that took place in bis roigu between him and the Choi&s 

The inscriptions of SCmeiviri II published in this volume do not add much to 
our knowledge of his reign. However one of them (No* 71' contains one or two 
items of useful information. It introduces an officer named M»dhnvarai» who was

We know that a 
ruler named Visa|a of the imperial C hahama na dynasty flourished about this period, 
He may be placed in A.D. 1070 since we have a record of hi- successor Pfithvlraja I 
dated Vikr&ma-Sftihvat 1162 (A. D. Iia5) and since lie had married Kajadevi, a 
daughter of the Paramkra king EhQja 1 (circa. A. D. 1010—1055 Prom one other 
epithet of Madhuvarasa., ih, Ghalukya-rdjy-abhyndaya-k(trana it may be gathered 
that he plaved an important part in firmly establishing the ChflJukyn suzerainty, 
apparently by quelling the disturbances which, we know, occurred during this period. 


Udayaditya G*dta-Ptrma(Ji f who is known to have been the governor of the 
province of Banavasi Twelve-thousand and the district of Santalige Thousand in 
ai>ld under Vikrainaditya VI is found to be in charge of tin -< regions as early 
as A* D, 1074 as a subordinate of Someivara II (No. 78). Another feudatory of 
this king, vie., Maraiimhi of the Stlahira family is stated to be governing Kuihcli 
Thre e-thousand and Miriiijjc Three-thou sand districts in A. LI. id 74 7dt 

Evidently be is to be identified with Mara&ihiba of tins family for whom A.D, 
I05b ; is the only known date. The present record would therefore extend his period 

by sixteen years. 


The inscriptions of Vikramaditya VI are, as usual, the largest in number but 
only a few of them are of some value. In one of these inscriptions i No. 88), 
flated Chalukya-Vikrarna year 5 (AD. 1080), MatemaMz&mra Channa, who 
j E described as the subordinate of I urarSja Jayariinha is credited with the 
subjugation of Coffi of Pub* and Mahpa Na g av a nna. Though these two names 
occur among the SilSharas of Northern Konkan and the Kadambas of Hanga! 
respectively the period in which they nourished is too early for that of U ha an a. 
Jayatimbft is stated to be holding sway over the extensive territory which was 
bounded by Perdore (i.e. t the river Krishna) on the north and the ocean m the 
other three directions* 


Some chiefs of Ja|aeltoIa lineage are described in an undated inscription (No. 112) 
of this reign, as the hriday-avahmM (who were favoured by affection, -s. 
favourite subordinates) of the Guttas, The following genealogy of these chieis is given

It is therefore cksr that Simhar&dSva nf the present r.cord 
is the same ns Siiijiaraja mentioned by HemadrL 

Some rcLolars thought that Ayyana. the younger brother of Vikramaditya V, 
did not rule; tut one of the k&criptions of the reign of Vjkra uadilya VI (So. 89), 
dated Chaltiky»-Vikrma year 5 (A.D. 1080) states distinctly that he cid rule. 
According to that record the kings Tftih, Satti madevt* Vikiamanka, Ayy&nft, Jaya- 
iiiida, Ahavarcalla and his son So me sv am ruled in regular Succession (kramadi mde). 
This statement would support the view expressed hy Dr. A, Yenkatasubbiih that 
Ayyava ruled, though frr a short time, and the presm.t inscription is an addition to 
the list of records already noticed by him as mentioning Ayyini as a reigning king 1 .

There are only a few noticeable inscriptions of the lime of BhulflkamaUa 
Sbnie.^vara III. Of particular interest is the one (No, 135) mentioning \fahUpracha n da- 
DatjiJanAyaka Holakesideva, It will be easily recognised that this name Holakesi is 
a variant of Polekesi (Pulakcsi). The meaning of this name, which was borne by two 
illustrious rulers of the Cbalukv a dynasty has baffled scholars. Various exp! a nation a 
have been offered in deriving the etymology Jo f this word. Moat of these explanation a 
take the first half of the word to be yuli, meaning “tiger" iu Kannada and the second 
half to be Sanskrit ke&in meaning “ haired ", the two halves making the meaning 
“ tiger-haired " or “having a coat of abort, thick and close bah like that of a tiger 
A i crse in the KauLheui grant of Vikramaditya V would suggest that the name signifies 
“one by hearing whose name the hair of the hearers stand on end as with joy/' by 
connecting the first part of the name with the Sanskrit W"rd puhika t horripilation }. J 
One scholar derives the first half of the word from the Sanskrit root pul meaning 
“to grow" or '‘to be great" and takes keit-U> mean a lion and explains the whole word 
as " the great lion *V 

Bat the earliest^ rm of the name is Pnlekeri and, a? suggested by Fleet’, is in 
all probability the original form. And it is worth noting that it is this form which 
even Kielhorn has adopted-. So an attempt is made here to interpret this original 
form Polekesi. Puh in Kannada means impurity of child-birth* i.e., of the natal 
chamber, and in Kannada the word Keh a. a shortened form of K&fava is found not 
only in lit* rature but also in inscriptions. For example, the author of the famous 
Kannada grammar Qabdaw a»i da rp a »a is lie si raja and he also calls himself Ke^ava. 
In one of the inscriptions 1 * * 4 * * 7 an officer of the K&jaehurya monarch Bijjali n called by 
the alternative name#* of Kefiava, Kfcairaja and Keaimayya. An inscription of the 
Cbalnkya king Somes vara I mentions a general named Khsava-gavtigda, who is also 
referred to therein as Kesi-gavunda and Kesi-iajad So the expression Polekesi can 
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lie taken to mean " he who was like Ktiava, Le. B"rd Krishna 11 ; his prewessi vrn 
in the n*t»| chamber And we know that according to Hie 7 >irnpas L- ^d Krislv a 
fil'iliited his superhuman qualities even in the natal chamber, So evidently this ruler 
was given the name Polekfisi because ho showed ext-rui irdinary qualities like Lord 
Ke.-ava oi Krishna even from the time of his birth. Accordingly vr, are led to the

The date found in this record is his 13th regnal year. Dunduhhi. Vaisakha so, IS, 
Monday, Baibkrfoti, corresponding to A, D. 1202, April 8. Accordingly the 
eouiioentwnant of his reign should have taken plane sometime before Sth April, 1100. 

1 ids date would show that Balia]* established a second reckoning of his own. after 
acquiring the sovereignty of the -Western Chain kyas, a year earlier than the date 
fiseij for this event by Fleet 1 . Thus there wore tv^ i reckonings current for the 
c-imiitucemarit of this king's reign. 


The Yadavai (Si'miat i 

I >ne outstanding feature of the records of the reign of king Simghin* of this 
dynasty i» that they fix varioos date- for the coirjitiramjemtart of hia rule. In fact, 
they show that the initial year oi his reign was reckoned from six different dates. 
It is however difficult lo explain this unusual phenomenon or connect the various 
starting point* with particular events of his reign. Fur e**y refftn-iu;e theme dates are 
gi\en below m tabular form :

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Among the notable achievements of Ibis king are mentioned the conquest of 
Miners and the destruction of ths hill*fort of Bhambheri (No. 227), Msmlava is 
evidently Mundu in Rajasthan though the rater whom be vanquished is not 
specified. Bhatubheri is modem Bhimer in West Khandeah as suggested by Prof. 
Mirashi'. The spelling of this place-name found in the present record further 
supports Prof. Mirashi's identification. From another inscription {No. 230) of this 
reign it appears that Sirftghaua had a quean named J £ta.de vi. for he is therein 
described as Jeladzvi-manoratnah. 

Coming to the reign of his successor K4naira, we are confronted with a 
passage in an inscription (No, 2-37) which seems to say that in Saka 1177 ' A. 1). 
1255) both K annara and his younger brother Makideva were ruling. The passage 
in question reads: Kanharadeca-Mtihafeia-mjajfarrdiyam^-uitarotfaram, etc. Unless 
M a hade v a is meant to stand for Maharaja or a similar expression den: ting 
par a? noun toy, it will have to be considered that both hej and his brother were ruling 
jointly. But this supp isition goes against the known period* of these lw ■ rulers the 
first of whom ruled till A, D, 1260, in which year he was succeeded by Hahndgvs. 
No other epigraph so far known makes any reference to their joint rule. II' w ’ r 
Ainalananda, the author of Veddniakali ataru also makes a similar statement : 
klrtya Tddava-i'animm—itnnairtaijaU Srl-Jaifradivatmajl Krishtil kshniabhrid 
bfaUalam taka-MahUdl vena sambibhraU^ Another inscription of Kanoara t (No. 233) 
dated in the cyclic year A nan da (A.D, 1254) speaks of Maha mandafU vara Haripala- 
deva as a person of rank and authority. If this Efaripaladeva is the same as the 
Harp'd Deo who was the son-in-law of Ramachandru of this dynasty and who raised 
an insurrection against the Muslim occupants of the Deccan and was captured and 
flayed alive in 1318/ then the present record would give the earliest date known so 
far for him. It may also be pointed out that this record is one oi the very few 
epigraphs that make mention of him. 

Most of the inscriptions of the reign of Rimachaadri are hero-stones. Three 
records, however, deserve to be noticed since they would fix an earlier date for ths 
accession of this king than the one given by Fleet (L e., A. I). 1271-72)/ These 
records are dated in the 19th (No. 264) 29th *261)) and 30th (No. 270) years of his 
reign and the equivalents of these dates would ho A.D. 1287 November, 1297 
December and 1298 J une respectively. They show that be counted his regnal years 
from some date before June 1269. But since wg know that his predecessor 
Mahfideva was still nu the throne in A.D. 1270 May-J une, the discrepancy 
can be reconciled only by the assumption that Hamaehandra was associated with 
Mahddevft in the governance of the kingdom, even from A.D. 1269. It may be 
observed here that No. 271 is one of the very few inscriptions of this reign issued 
after AJ), 1298, though Muslim chronicles carry his rule upto A.D. IBM. 
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Th» Vijayanag«ra King* 

Only one of the inscriptions (No. 274) belonging to the first dynasty of tne 
rulers of Vijayinagiri is of any interest It is dated Saks 1317 (AD. 13961 in the 
reign of Ha rib am II who is herein, stated to be 1 reigning over the earth ' with bia 
minister Mangappa-Danjanatbi. It records the death of Jaina Maflappa and others 
hy the rite of tarn ad hi. The record says that Ma! lappa was the MH&dJUpati of 
Madbava. the governor of Coa. It further adds that Mallappas father Sankbadera 
had married the daughter of Baicba-Heggade of Kommala. Maugapa-DandanlUha 
and Madhava are well known as the officers of Haribara II; but the fact that 
Mallappa's mother was the daughter of Baicha-Heggadi* was not known before.

Kpigraphical evidence to show that Tipn Stltau't sway extended upt > R In- beanur 
Taluk, is forthcoming from an inscription (No. 280) at Cheunapur in that Taluk, ft 
says that under the orders of Tipu Sultan, the village Cbennipura was granted 
as farvamanya in the cyclic year Parubhava. In the reign of Tipu Sultan (i.e., 
AD. 1782 to 1799) this cyclic year fell in A. D, 1786-87. 

FEUDATORY DYNASTIES 

The Kadambai of Hangal 

The house of the Kadamba* of Haagal is one of the great feudatory families 
represented in this volume. 

The earliest member of this family is Toy Hidira, who lias been identified already 
(p. viii i with Toyimadeva, the bod of Akkideri. He was governing Ban a v fid 
Twelve-thousand and Fanungal Five-hundred ju A.D. 1062 as a Mah&mandalli>ara 
of the Chnlukya king Somes vara I (No. 66), 

The next name occurring in this volume is that of TaiJapadera or Tailabadevai 
In AD. 1127, he was governing the above-named divisions as also 11 al] the country 
between the mount Baby a and the western ocean" and many e< nstal towns and. 
ag rah tiros, with his capital at Panungal, as a subordinate of Somt'svam III (No, 133). 
At this time, Mach an a was holding the office of nSdadkikdm, which had been 
conferred upon him hy Tailapa. Mahdtdmanta Bamnmraia of the C hi kkainb-iri v ay a 
was the nGlgamu^a of Battajige Seventy and Harma of the Asvara-kuja wan the 
gsi ttHda of Iiasuud), According to another inscription (No, 142) of the same reign, 
the date of which is lost, Tailapa was governing Sautajige Thousand besides 
Banavivae Twelve-thousand and Fanungal Five-hundred, His minister (amStya) 
Fergade Nagadeva and Duggaraja were the officers io charge of the tolls and taxes of 
pcrjitmlca, vaddar&vula and bit hod e of Bauavtsi-nadu. In yet another record 
(No. 134) dated the ChiUukya-Vikrama year S3 (A,D. I128i a Sfahdrnantlalsimra 
Tailubadeva is mentioned. The name of his family is not specified, but sinu we 
have a date for Kadamba Tailapa in AD, 1127, Tailaba of the present record also 
may be of the Kadamba family. 


For his son iKUtUkirjua, we have two dates, A.D. 1134 and A.D. 1137-3$. 
On the former dah be was govern Log Snttajige Thousand, aud Panuhgat Five- 
hundred and made a gift of a tank at Haven at Ibe request of \LtfaHpratfharm 
Padman&bharasa (So, 13$). In A.D 1137-33 be is stated to have Said siege to 
Likkigundi (No. MO), The reason for this military pi ation is not given in the 
record but probably it was undertaken in order to quell a local rebellion. 

In an undated inscription (No. 154 r of Pratlpacbakravarti Jagadekamalla (U) 
a Mah6man daliitu ra Tailspadeva whose family is not specified figures as the 
govern *t of Banavdsi Twelve-rim a sand. We know that Taii&ina or Tai aba of tbs 
Kad&mba family flourished as the lung s feudal y i n A. L>. 1147, So it is quite likely 
that Tailapa of the present record is identical with Taiiaina. 

Of Tailaina'e S ! n Klitidira, we have two epigraphs. One of them (No. 2UQ) is 
dated in the’2nd regnal year of the Kalachurya king 5?a ka ach'-va t A-D. 1178) and 
the other (No,291) is undated. Both of them mention thi- chief's wife Kaj daderi who 
does not seem to have been known hitherto. The undated record refers to 
Mahdpradhdna jiumiira-Hal:arasa as a subordinate of this prince. 

Two more persons of this family whose place in the genealogy of the family cannot 
be determined at present are Msira and Ketsrasa. Maira appears in a 11 damaged 
CMlukya record (No. 166) as govering Baoava&i from Qunnoradi. Ai the date f this 
record is lost, the period in which this chief flourished can be fixed only appr innately 
on palae graphic grounds; and the characters in which it is engraved, may be 
assigned to the 11th century A.D. However, there seems to be a clue I < the period of 
this chieftain furnished by a supplementary grant engra . ed at ihe top of tb'main 
inscripti u, It is stated t" have been made by the illustri ns Hayuravarmadeva in the 
cyclic year Prabh&va This Mayfiravunua is apparestlv the tame at Maira which is 
a shortened form of Mayfirav anna. In the 11th century A.D. to which the record is 
assignable, the details of the date given in the record work out correctly for Prabhava 
in the reign of the Cbalukya king Vikramaditya VI, i.c., A.D, 1087 August 1. 
Consequent ly Maim may be placed in A,D. 1087, This inscription gives the genealogy 
of tliiB chief for five generations, though it is not fully preserved. From the preserved 
portion the following list of the chiefs can be made out : -

Ketaraea, who is styled manual e&vtira, specifically calls himself a scion of 

the Eadamba family. He was holding the mannif/a of the division of Ntrmudicla 
with his capital at Rattapalli in A.D. 1144 (No. 149). This record shows him as a 
subordinate of Kannada — Sandkingralti Bammadcvarasa, a well-known general of 
Jag&dekamalla II. A Ketarasa of this very family is referred to in a record of 
A.D. 1170-71, of the time of the Chntukya king Taila III 1 2 3 . 

The Galtn of Gattarohl 

Another distinguished feudatory family which figures in a fairly large number of 
iuBCripthns in this volume is that of the Guttus of Guttavojal (modem Guttal in 
Haven Taluk), 

The first member of the family of w hom we have an inscription is Hallidiva 
whose approximate date ib A.D. 1115, as suggested by Fleet*. The name of his 
younger brother Joma wiio was unknown hitherto is revealed by a record < No. 124) 
at Honnalfci, It is dated in the Chilnkya- Vikrama year 48 ( A.D. 1124 I when he was 
in charge of the administration of Ponnavartti Twelve, Be!ullage Seventy and Benne- 
vur Twelve with Guttavojal ns his head quarters. Since this Joma is the first of that 
name in this family he hue to be designated as Jana I and Joins the grandson of his 
elder brother Mallideva who used to be hitherto called Jama I. will have f* be 
redesignated as Joma li. 

The next person of this family is Vikramiditya, ecu of Malli. Though he 
was known from the genealogical accounts found in tbe inscriptions of this dynasty, 
no record of his time had been found till now. In the present collection we have an 
inscription (No, 293) which gives him tbe date Saka lObi (A.D. 1162). He is 
described therein as being in administrative control of tbe same divisions as Joma 1. 
Another inscription (No. 29G) gives Lbe name of his wife as Siriyadevi, which was not 
known before. A chief uamtid Joyideva of this family figures iu a record (No. 302) 
of A.D. 118", If the date is recorded correctly, he may have to be considered as 
Jbyideva II for wham the latest date known so far is 1181. In that case 
Vikranhiditya II whose earliest known date is 1162 will have to be considered as 
being associated with Jdyideva II in administration for some time, 

Vijayamab&devi. the sister >4 V ikramadilya II jg another new person found in one 
of the records (No. 300) published iu this volume. She was married tr> Simgideva of 
Siatali'iuandala to whose son Balia [a, this Vikrm&ditya’s daughter was married. 

Only two Bona of Viknunaditys II viz., Joyideva and Vikra mad ttys were known 
till now. But the name of another son i'.p., Gatin who seems to be the elde6t, is found 
in a reci'td from Chau dad si. n pur (No 241). This Gotta would then be Gotta III and 
his nephew Gutta (the sun of VikramttdityFi III) will le Gotta IV. This same 
inscription discloses the name of another son of Vikramaditya III besides Gotta, 
Hiriyader* and Joy id era, who were already known. The name of this newly 
discoverd person is Vikrama whose younger brother is stated to be Gntta (I V). An 
inscription 1 of A.D. 1283 from Uircbidari in Ranebeunur Taluk of Dbarwar District 
discloses the name of yet another member of this family, sk. t Virkauiuditya, son of 
Joma. He may bo regarded as the bob of Joyideva IV and called Vikramadity V. 
His wife s name is given in the same in script km as Padmaladevi.

Some facts relating to a few local chiefs who called themselves Pandyas and 
who were the subordinates of the Kalachuryas and Hoy Bales may be put down here. 


Vijayi Faniya is introduced in a Ka’acLurya record of A D. 1168 (No. 180) as 
administering the sub-division of Nftorinbid* situated in the province of Banavuii 
Another prince of this family Garuja-Pindya who is stated in two records 
(Noe, 188 and 366) to be wielding authority over the same sub-division (Nurmhbaija) 
from Rattapatli. In one of them he appears as a subordinate of the Kajachurya 
king Bov ids va. Both the records in which the figures have no date but since the 
date of his predecessor Vijaya-Pindya is A. D. 1168 and since one of the records 
of Garu^Pandya belongs to the reign of Sdvideva, the period of (ram^a-Paudyn 
would be between A. I). 1166 and 1177 the latest known date for Sovideva. 
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Keit in chronological order coioes BbujaSiU Pin jj i for whom we have two 
records. From one of them (No. 1ft3) dated in the cyclia year PJavahga cited as the 
16th year of the reign of the Hoyeaja king Vira-BaUhla II (A, D. 1197-88), we learn 
that he was administering the dimion nf N urumb'ula, The sec iid one iNo, .168) 
tells ns that he made a gift iu the cyclic year Vi^vilvasu which mat be taken to 
correspond to A. I>. 11 85-86. 1'tus record gives ns to understand that a gift was 
bestowed upon the family of a hero named Ditsma who died while pursuing the army 
of a certain Vijay a- Pandya which crossed the nver (Thungabhadra V) and raided the 
territory, apparently - f Bbujabala-i'anilya. Obviously this Vijaya-i'Andya cannot be 
the same as the i me referred to above and who was a predecessor of Bhujabala- Ptpdya. 
But we know of a Vijaya-P&gdj* of Noj»mb&vfU.ii for whom we have dates ranging 
from A. D. II r .8 to 1184. There are rear mis to believe that be might have been 
the opponent of Bhujabala-Piigdya. Bhu jabala- Pandja, as already stated, was a 
subordinate of the Hcy^al* king Vlra-BlHaja H, And in an loacnptiuu of A.D. U36 
(No. 163), Yikramaditya II of the Gutta family is reported to havi routed the 
annus of Hoytaneja and Handy a who were apparently a' ire. Since the inscriptioQ of 
Bhujabaja-Patidya reviewed above says that the territory of this chief was attacked 
by Vijaya-Piindya, it is very Ukely that the conflict between Bhujabala-Pindya, 
l who was on the side of the Hoy ea’a rulers) and Vijaja-Pandya, i B not different 
from the encounter which the Gutta Vikramiidity» had with Hoysaneia and Pandjw- 
Evidentiy Vijaya-Pap Iya sided with Yikratimditya, This surmise receives support 
from the fact that VikramadityaB wife, Sovaladevi, belonged to the family of 
Yijaya- Pa?flya) Ko. 163). 


A certain Vira-Piodj* figures in an inscription of the same Gutta chief 
Vikxamadiiya II (N , 2U6i which tells us that he Vira-Paudya) had wade a gift 
during the time of Hinya Vihramaditya u. Vikramdditya I). This would 
show that Vira-Pandya dr,unshed some time bef-‘re A. l). 1188, tbe date of the 
record mentioned above; and as ko had made a gift to Vikmmadiiya I far whom the 
only known date is A. Ik llfi'i-tiy, they would be contemporaries. We know that 
Vijaya-Pin«‘ , ya of Nolambavadi mentioned above had an elder brother' named 
Yira-Paudya with a date in A.D. 1 148*- Though it is highly probable that the two 
ViitrPijiyas are identical, it is not possible, with the evidence at uur disposal, to be 
certain about this identity. 

Two more Pandya chiefs appeariug in this volume may be noticed in pawing. 
They are .Ingadeva-Pandya and Vijaya-Paijdya, son of Gdtyaraaa. The pafiab indha 
festivals of these two are referred to in a record of A.D. 1188 (No,-JPG i. From 
the context it would appear that Jagadeva-Pandya was earlier in point of time than 
Vi jay a-Pandya

W e may now notice some of the inscriptions of littrsrr interest. As usual with 
Kannada records, a fairly good number are in verse and some of them give the name 
of the composer too; and a few specify the metres in which the verses are 
composed/ The earliest of such authors that have come to light in this volume is 
Devaiiagayya who Wrote an inscription of A.D. 1013 {No. 69) at Dtvfhosur, in the 
reign of the Chalukya king Somes vara I. Chaturimikha Rudr&bhatta ia stated Co 
have composed au inscription of the time of Somesvara II '.Mo, 79# in A D, 1074. 
The following flourished during the reign of Vikramaditya VI : Orotleya Nagadeva 
who wrote an inscription in A.D. 1078 ' No. 85), Mallikarjuna whose composition 
was corrected by Kollurava N agavir a-K* v Ind raj A.D, 1080 (ha 80) and 
Nunmade va of Visvaiuitra-ffv tra whose poetry was appreciated by eminent 
poets, A.D. 1109 '.Mo. 108}, Besides these Abhiasvs Pampi is regarded 3 
as the poet who wrote au inscription which is now deputed iu the Bijapur 
Museum (No. 125}. A high sounding eulogy of the poet Sufabs is contained 
in an inscription of Asuncli (No. 138) which was written by him in A. D. 1127. 
Kirtya-Mdkaaa-Psp^ita was another poet of note, who Jived in this period. He 
composed au inscription of HavSri (No. 136} in A.D, 1134. The learned Sirvajna- 
Palttfirdhaa* waa the composer of a record of the reign of Jagadekamalla II, in 
A. D. 1147 (No. 160). A record of A. D, 1168 is said to have been written hy a pnet 
whose name consisted of four syllables f only the first three, i. Sautira, of these four 
are preserved. His composition was corrected by Kaviparamitma (No. 180)* 
A Nagscbtodra described as an eminent poet is mentioned iu an inscription of the 
Kalftchniya king Sovideva v No. 167). Kslidera-Pandits of ITlihalji is credited with 
the authorship of an inscription of A- D. 1186 (No. 163), No, 199 (of A. D. 1196) 
is said to be the ©imposition of Soma who calls himself an elegant poet. KavUvars 
was perhaps the author of a record of A, D. 1186 at Hsra[aha]]i (No. 296), 

A great saint and reputed author of vacJuinas (sayings) of the Kannada 
country to whom epigraphies] references are very rare, is mentioned iu au inscription 
(No. 909) of the Yadava king Jaitugi, dated Saks. 1119 (A D. 1196)' He is 
Dedara-Dttsa, apparently the same as J edara- Diteirnayya who has been placed by 
H, Naraarohachar in circa. A. D, 1010V In his family, we are told, was bora 
Somayya, a resident of Kiriy-Indi. His son was Chllayya who resembled the Wld* 
fam us' Chilli va. This Chilayya made a gift te a temple at Kiriy-hadi in A. D. 1196.

Wlii]p the earliest literary reference to Jed&ra-IHsim&yya is traceable in • a work of 

ahout A.D. 1125, the present record cootai[is one of the earltest dated PthauLUinoM 
references to him. r 

A large number of relLfiom teachers— -uiamly Saiva and Jaina— are introduced in 
the inscriptions nf this volume. In some cases the spiritual lineage of these 
personages as also their eminence and erudition are described at length. It is worthy 
of note that the administrative control of some of the temples and other religious 
institutions was vested in the hands of such holy men. Ad the property, including 
villages and lands given by kings, n r 'hles and others fur various services 
in these temples were placed in charge of these uzhilri/cis. Thu^, for instance, 
\ aruna^iva-Panelita, the rajugvru of 3hu\araikamaliade^'a i i Sumeivara III was 
in A.D. IU63 conducting the administration of the twelve btidas of the temple of 
god Indresvara of Bankilpura. (No. bfi). Another person who was administering all the 
gttrava-vada* (establishments of $ai\ a teachers* was Sivariiia-Giirudfiva, mentioned 
in a record of Somes vara I (No. 72 j. 

Some other points of general interest gleaned from our inscriptions may aho bo 
set down here. One inscription which is of both icnlptnral and couograyhieal value 
is No. 30?. It net only labels the sculptural representations of NanUiisidhi, Miyadevi 
and Pad man id hi hut also gives the names of the sculptors who cut thesu images. It is 
well km rwn that §ankhanidhi and Fadtnanidhi are the two treasures of Kubjra and 
the figures depicted here are their personified forms. The importance of this 
inscription Is enhanced by the fact that it is one of the earliest of this type* belonging 
as it dues to A.D. 778. The names of the sculptors who executed these beautiful 
figures are MukuadoTiji, Aaiimanakusila and Bfidovaja, On account of these images 
being labelled, a dear idea of their iconographical features can be obtained. Likewise, 
many of the invocatory verses and a few others in inscriptions give ienuographic&i 
details with regard to the particular deities invoked iu them. I may also notice here 
an inscription (No. 191 f which mentions au architect who claims to have constructed 
one thousand (i.e 4 innumerable,) temples His name was Ketbja 

The high state of development which music had reached in the 11th century A.D. 
can be gathered from an inscription (No. 8(1) of the Cbalukya kijjg Vikramaditya 
VI. We learn from this record that Mokari Btrmiyya, who was the protege of 
Y uvar&ja Jayasiihha, was a musician of a very high order. A number of vpitheta 
describing hie proficiency iu music (bnth vocal and instrumental) and dancing are 
applied to him. Of particular interest among them is BattUa-riga-bihu-kwn- 
brahma ( i.e a very Brahma of many arts skilled in thirty-two rdt/as). To know the 
full significance of this bint da* I write to Prof. Sambamurti of Madras, the noted 
authority on music requesting him to help me in elucidating it. He very kindly 
replied to me and I reproduce with gratitude extracts from bis letter iu th'in 
connection:— 

" I am very thankful to you for having drawn my attention to this inscription. 
The epithet Batlisa^raga etc., meaning skilled in 32 ragas has a special significance. 
It refers to the skill in the 32 Mela Kartba rags* based nn the 12 swerasthau&s of the 
Sthayi and which are free from vivadi dosha You know there arc 73 mela karthas 
but 4t) of them which take one or other of the following notes* uu., Suddha Gandhara, 
Shaternti Eishabha, Suddha Niehada, and Shateruti Dhajvatha suffer from vivadi 



dodiR. 32 of the 72 ere frw riorn vriwdi dn«ha Bird ttrwe 32 uiPtos were known 
from early times- The only vivadi melas known in ancient Indian Music are Vimli 
anti Nata the 30th and 36th in the list of 72, The biruda simply rueana that he 
Wiie in the 32 non—vivadi mela kartba Tagus* This is an inscription of 

historical importance Another musician of note, Bimd&i&dera lay name, who also 
flourished in the time of V ikrainaditya \ I is referred to in an iLiScripLim of A* D. 
1116 (No. 113). He was an expert in ringing in the different pitches— tam, man dr a 
and mtuihi/a. 

From an inscription of Tail a III (No, 160) we get an idea of the important 
position occupied by the person who was appointed by the king tn control the activities 
connected with the dr intis jf of gold coins. It tells us that -Rohisetti of Nurugunda hy 
virtue of his being regarded as the fittest individtiai to be placed in charge of the 
(roynl.p mint (aehe7iu\ waa appointed by the king to that high post of trust and 
responsibility; and, probably in recognition of the able manner in which he 
discharged his responsibility, the king conferred upon him the title of Wtnakuppati. 
Consequently he came to be known thenceforth as Kuppati-Rohiselii. The word 
kupjMif i denotes a portable furnace used by goldsmiths, 

Among the various Uxtt and imposts levied during this period, two are of 
special significance. They are Andlira-dnuda I No. 116} and Tigulm-dovrl* ( No. 26), 
Their names would suggest that they were levied m order to make provision for 
repelling the periodical iun«ds of the Andhm and the Tigula* < Tamilian^. 

O f imtatery interest is the mention in a few inscriptions* of mandate (Kan. 
manage) a highly prized delicacy even today in the Kannada country. As an instance 
inaj be cited an inscription of A IX 1121 (No. 113), wherein Govinda-Dandiidkipa, a 
famous general of Vikiamadifya \% is said to l*ve made a provision for offering this 
dish as mit?dya to the gods Brahma, Vishnu and Mahesvam, at Pauthnge* 

These are just a few of the outstanding bits of information gathered from these 
inscriptions, Scholars specialising in different aspects of history and culture are 
bound to find much valuable material on closer scrutiny of these epigraphs.

This inscription, which refers itself to tbe reign of Trail okyaraiilladiTi, is dated 
in the 3rd year of his reign, Angira, Puihya Amftva*yi, Sunday, Uttir*y«*'*iihbr»- 
pti, mlu eclipte. The dais is irregular. In the cyclic year Angira corresponding 
to A. D, 1152, Puthya JsiSurfsys felt on Dtce-nhtr 27. But it was not a Sunday, nor 
was there any ©dipsa or fijith&rifnfr on that day. 

It records a grant of certain taxes to god SiddheiTaridoy* of the agraharo town 
H&vari by SaiSst Miyidftva, jointly with five-hundred B^jigai. MayidSm was 
in charge of the h-jjnUka. and tasaa. Tlio grant was made in tbe 

presence of the four-hundred Mihijan&a of HSt* ri. Viitdanmjzka M«hadey*rM* 
is stated to be governing Hnlijere Three hnidred and Banavaw Twelve-tbolUMd. 

A supplementary grant of money uftfl taxes made by Macbideva of the Jimilaviliiiii 
lineage and Kh«bara family, tbe n&rffavufi&i of Blsavdr Oac-hundred-iad-forty and 

by Eeggafa Recbin* and others, is also recorded. The gift was mads for the offerings 
and a perpetual lamp to the same god.

The record begins with the genealogy of the Chaiukyai. This account, however 
is faulty. Ay yap a and Jayaimhha II are wrongly stated to be the s^n and grandson 
of Vikramaditya V: but actually they were his hrothm, The inscription states that 
Hwgade Rudradeva and other Xarmtas made a grant of money and taxes to the 
tank at the arjmkam town Hivari. Hudradeva i R stated to be a subordinate of 
Ki&iraja who was a subordinate of Kaiacburya Bijjala, who, it may be noted, already 
hears some of the paramount titles. The tank is stated to have been constructed by 

the mythical king Nab in Kritayuga. The MaMjana* of the place are highly 
praised- 

Another grant by a SiulkaottgQade (name lost) and DandctnUyaka Ratmbli&lfa 
inadr- to the lank and to the gods SiddbeiTaradeTi and Indreinradeva is also 
recorded. 

At the top is engraved a grant made to the Hiriyikere tank, iu the 3rd jeai of 

the reign of the Kalachnrya king Btjjalidere on Athadba ba. Am a v«y a,. Sunday. TLa

After giving the genealogy of the Gutta chiefs upti Vikramaditya {II), 
it states that he built a temple called PadnmTar* for the merit of Padmaiaderi who 
was his nurse (cHrito). It also records a gift or land made for the 3ame fcemp’e, 
at the tiina of the installation of the deity by Yikramaditya. The recipient of the gift 
was llajagitrv Kalylpasakli, whose genealogy is also given. Cnita Total is mentioned 
as the capital of Yikraaiaditya. The inscription is much damaged.
